ADVERTISING TALKS 


Some may say the public is not interest- 
ed in advertising, and such talks should be 
taken up with the merchants, but that. ig 
a big mistake. The people are very much 


interested in advertising, for they read it: 


every day of their lives, and from it they 
learn what to buy, where to buy it, and how 
to get bargains and save money. Women 
are especially good advertising readers— 
most of,them look over the advertiseménts 
before they do the editorials. 
: We have got to carry on ar occasional 
talk along these! lines in these columns, in 
order that much needed education be had, 
not only on the part of the people but the 
businessmen themselves, who in Richmond 
need advertising education very bad. 
Richmond has suffered, and is suffering 
more from the fact that its business men 
do not advertise than from any other one 
reason, and this in turi comes right back 
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When this comes to pass, if it ever docs, 
then things ‘will change for the better, and 
the town and all the people, including tlic 
merchants, will benefit. Until then, never. 


Of the hunded or more exchange papers 
comMig to this office, none of them are s9 
poorly patronized, or so poorly paid, as are 
the papers of Richmond. Many towns not 
a third as big or important as Riehmond. 
do twice as much advertising. These are 
disagreeable facts, but facts they are, and 
if a remedy is sought they must be discuss- 
ed. Another disagreeable feature is the 
fact that the average business man of Rich- 
mond looks upon his newspaper man as a 
sort gf porter, or errand boy, or quasi- 
servant. He expects the publisher to come 
at his beck and eall, to stand around half 
an hour while he waits on customers, and 
come back again, and to do this all the 
‘time and corftinually; so the publisher puts 
on an ad man at $25 a week to do this, and 


to the merchants and makes him suffer... * he does not bring in enough advertising to 


The curse of Richmond, in a business 
and financial way, is that half our people.

The public 
ought to be patriotic about home trading, 
but it is not. With the public it is a 
cold-blooded matter of individual dollars 
and cents. Ifa woman thinks she can save 
a dollar by going to Oakland, and she has 
the time to spare, she will go. It is there- 
fore up to the Richmond business man to 
prove to her thtat she is misaken. And he

If the publisher wants any of the mer- 
chants’ merchandise, he goes there and 
buys it. The only merchandise the news- 
paper has to sell is its advertising space. 
Why should not the other business man go 
to the newspaper office and buy it, instead 
of expecting the editor to waste half his 
valuable time kow-towing to him? What’s 
the difference? 

We don’t notice any merchants chasing 
in here every day, asking us if we don’t 
want to buy something they have to sell. 
Why not?
